-space creatures. Watts, who failed a lie detector test,’ said he did so on 
purpose because of a beating admimistered by two men on his way to the test 
in Amarillo, Tex., who told him: You will not return home alive unless you 
^ail the test. 

V/atts told three UFO investigators, headed by former Air Force Capt. Robert 
B. Loftin, author of the book "Identified Flying Saucers", that he was afraid 
to tell the truth because of the beating. Captain Loftin said his cohversat- 
- ion with Watts was taped and the tape submitted to Dr. Edward Condon, head of 
hke UFO investigation committee team at the Colorado luiiversity. Captain Lof¬ 
tin said Watts told him that he was enroute to Amarillo, Tex., on-Feb. 25 '68 
for the lie detector test, when he saw a woman hailing him along side a car. 

He said he stopped to help the woman and two men came out of a culvert and 

beat him about the shoulders and neck with automatic-type weapons. They then 
issued the threat on his life, if he DID NOT FAIL the test. Watts said that 
after he lied to L. R. Wynne...he returned home. He said that he heard an 
automobile motor and grabbed his M-1 rifle and ran outside and took a pos¬ 
ition behind his storm cellar. a car v;ithout lights came by his house, 

turned around and came back. As it passed the house it fired three shots 
at the house... .Watts aaid he fired 6 shots at the car. 

Captain Loftin said VJatts stated that the FBI had taken six of the 11 photos 
and that one photo of the space creature was in the possession of Dr. J. Allen 
Hynek....

WASHINGTON -r Fieldinvestigations of flying saucer reports by University of 
Colorado.scientists ended Tuesday. Dr. Edward Condon, head of the project, 
sa'id. ‘ A fiaal report of the scientist's findings will be given to the ‘Nat¬ 
ional AcacJemy of Sciences late in September. Condon, a physicist, said he 
would not discuss any conclusions that the researchers might have reached. ‘ 

Condon's statement came amid controversy between him and LCCK magazine 
over an article that calls the project the "Flying Saucer Fiasco." The uni¬ 
versity undertook a $5C0,CCC study of ufo's late in 1966 at the request of 
the Air‘Force, whose critics accused it of failing for two decades to make 
a complete, comprehensive, scientific investigation of saucer reports from 
the public. ■ , 


Cn the^HCUSE floor Tuesday, Rep. J. Edward Roush, D-Ind., using 
phrases from the LCCK article, said Congress should take over the investig¬ 
ation from the Air Force, ^He , said grave doubts had arisen "as to the scien¬ 
tific profundity and objectivity of the Colorado project." Elsewhere, the 
'non-gpvermental NICAP held a hews conference here to announce that it had 
"broken with" the Colorado Project and to "reveal the firing of top project 
scientists and other incidents leading to.the project's failure." The LCCK 
article primarily concerns the firing of David R. Saunders, a psychologist, 
and Dr. Norman E. Levine, an electrical engineer, from the pnoject staff last 
February. 


Condon said in a telephone interview luesday he had sent a telegram 
Sunday to Gardner Cowles, editorial chairman of LCCK, saying the article 
contains "falsehoods and misreprentations." The telegram requested a meet¬ 
ing with Cowles "in the interest of responsibility and.truth in publishing." 
Condon said Cowles had designated a LCCK editor to talk to him, but-added 
that he did not consider this an adequate response and still hgped to talk 
to Cowles. The physicist also said the NICAP announcement of a "break" with 
the Golgrade project "comes at a pecioliar, time in that this is the very day 
on which , we,discontinued further field investigations leading toward the con¬ 
clusion of our study." NICAP headquarters here has expressed strong skept- 
: icism about the project for months. The LCCK. article, in the May 14 issue, 
indicates that the two men who were dismissed and others on the staff felt 
that Condon and others directing the project took a negative attitude toward 
the possibility that flying saucers existed and were attempting to end up 
with a report containing such a "negative!' attitude..

SLOIJ AIR VIBRATIONS CREATE DEATH RAY 11!

LONDON - A team of French scientists in ilarseilles are vjorking on a 
Death—Ray machine designed to provide an entirely novel method of human 
destruction. The project began when the electro-acoustical laboratory 
of the French National Center for Sciei'.tific Research moved into a nev; 
building three years ago. 

Staff complained of headaches ani nausea. InvestigatibnS' began. 
Electromagnet n'aves v/ere suspected and eliminated. So were ultra—sound v/avos> 
the laboratory's major interest for 18 years. At this point, one of the tech¬ 
nicians got out an antique apparatus for detecting infra-sound - that is. - 
air vibrations which oscillate at less than 10 vibrations a second, or 10 Hertz. 
(The human ear registers as sound, vibrations from 16 per second, or I 6 Hertz, 
to 20,000 Herts. 

It quickly identified the source of the unease; the giant ventilator of 
the factory next door. After . changing the ventilator's frequency, the five man 
team, headed by Prof. Vladimir Gavrear, decided to find out_ more about hiHe pro¬ 
perties of infra-sound. Sound is a succession of v;aves in which the air is al¬ 
ternately compressed and decompresses. FAST vibrations either go right through 
solid objects or bounce off them, usually doing relatively little harm even vjhen 
very povrerfvtL. But, SLOIJ air vibration, below the hearing level, "can create a 
sort of pendulum action, a reverbration of solid objects that quickly builds up 
to intolerable intensity. Anyone, v/ho has stood close to the lox7-pitched siren 
of ah ocean liner Nas an inkling of vjhat infra-sound can do. 

To study this phenomenon, the team built a giant whistle, hooked to a com¬ 
pressed air hose.
